Originally Thant, a mild Bur- 


mese Buddhist, proposed three 
steps to end the war: a halt to 
U.S. bombing of North Viet* 
nam; scaled down fighting by 
all sides; negotiations among 
the parties involved, including 
the Viet Cong. 


The United States position 


was this: It would not halt the 
tombing unless North Vietnam 
gave some indication it was 
willing to tone down its side of 
the war. The United States had 
had some bombing pauses with 
no response from Hanoi. 


At the same time this country 


had expressed 
willingness to 


discuss or negotiate without 
prior condition. 


But North Vietnam took, and 


still does, the position that the 
way to restore peace is for the 
"United 
States 
to stop 
its 


aggression." So Thant's original 
proposal came to nothing. 


Then Tuesday he unveiled his 


new proposal although it had 
somehow been leaked and was 
known before he addressed his 
Tuesday news conference. He 
made his new suggestion in one- 
two-three order. 


There were the three propos- 


als: a general stand-still truce, 
preliminary talks, and an inter- 
national 
conference to return 


Vietnam to peace. 


The Johnson 
administration 


promptly announced it had been 
informed by Thant previously 
about his three new proposals 
and had answered him, saying 
the United States welcomed his 
suggestions and was consulting 
its allies. 


But burled in the middle of 


the American answer was this 
paragraph: "The United States 
believes it would be desirable 
and contributory to serious ne- 
gotiations if an effective cessa- 
tion of hostilities, as the first 
element in the three-point pro- 
posal, could be promptly negoti- 
ated." 


This seemed to tell him, with- 


out being harsh about it, that a 
truce is fine but in order to get 
a truce the two sides have to 
discuss it first.

By now everyone in the 


country must know how to 
cook a pot roast in aluminum 
foil. Anyone who has tried it 
agrees that this is a lazy, but 
good, way to cook a less 
tender cut of meat. 


There are many versions of 


the 
meat-in-aluminum 
foil 


idea. 
One popular version 


uses one-half package each of 
two varieties of dry soup and 
puts the roast in a roasting 
pan with an aluminum foil 
cover. Use a blade pot roast 
or a chuck cut. 


As for the leftover one- 


half packages of soup, reclose 
the aluminum-foil 
packages 


and save for the next pot 
roast, or use the two soups to 
make onion-mushroom soup. 


ONION-MUSHROOM 


POT ROAST 


1 blade pot roast 


(about 4 pounds) 


% envelope (about 3 table- 


spoons) Swiss golden 
onion soup mix 


% envelope (about 3 


tablespoons) Swiss 
cream of mushroom 
soup mix 


Trim excess fat from, roast. 


Place meat in roasting pan. 
Combine onion and mush- 
room soup mixes; sprinkle 
over meat. Cover with alumi- 
num foil. Roast in 325-degree 
(slow) oven until meat is 
tender, about 2 hours.-Makes 
about 8 servings. 


To thicken gravy: Blend 1 


tablespoon cornstarch and Vi- 
cup water. Remove roasted 
meat from pan and place on 
h e a t e d platter. Stir corn- 
starch mixture into pan gravy. 
Stirring c o n s t a n t l y , bring 
gravy to boil and boil 1 min- 
ute. Serve hot with sliced pot 
roast.

SAIGON (AP) - More Ameri- 


can and Communist troops were 
killed last week than ever be- 
fore in the Vietnam war, U.S. 
military 
headquarters 
an- 


nounced today. 


The United States lost 274 


dead and the Communists 2,774, 
the American command said. 


While the Communist death 


toll set a record for the second 
straight week, the U.S. total 
exceeded a record of 240 that 
had stood since the battle of the 
la Drang Valley in November 
1965. 


Although the ground war has 


been relatively quiet for the 
past few days, 
the casualty 


summary for last week empha- 
sized the growing intensity of 
the struggle in Vietnam. Many 
of the casualties were suffered 
in one o the war's deadliest one- 
day battles, on March 21, in 
which a crack Viet Cong regi- 
ment lost more than 600 dead in 
the jungles of Tay Ninh Prov- 
ince. 


The deadly pace of the war 


continued Wednesday with 50 
Viet Cong reported killed by 
South Korean soldiers sweeping 
the central coast and scattered 
actions dotting the countryside. 


U.S. pilots smashed at targets 


in North Vietnam with 108 mis- 
sions, including strikes on a 
storage complex 27 miles north- 
east of Hanoi. In the south, 
rockets from a U.S. Army heli- 
copter on a firing mission fell 
short, killed three civilians, 
wounded 
20 others and de- 


stroyed 31 huts in a govern- 
ment-controlled village 35 miles 
southeast of Quang Ngai. 


The 
weekly casualty sum- 


mary reported 1,320 Americans 
were wounded last week, the 
third highest total of the war, 
and 12 were missing. 


The casualty figures also re- 


flect the increasing use by the 
Communists of mortars, rockets 
and recoilless rifles — relatively 
long-range weapons which they 
now generally favor in an at- 
tempt to escape the massive 
and 
growing U.S. firepower. 


U.S. officers say the Commu- 
nists have apparently decided to 
wage a war of attrition for the 
time being.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


A Delta Air 
Lines DCS jet 


preparing to land at New Or- 
leans airport on a training flight 
careened into a luxury motel 
and exploded early today. At 
least 18 persons were killed, 
including the five pilots and a 
federal inspector on board. 


W. T. Jeter of Norman, Ark. 


was listed as one the six pilots 
killed in the crash. He formerly 
lived in Hope where his father 
was Engineer for the Arkansas 
Highway Department for several 
years. 


The big jet, spilling fuel as it 


skidded down a railroad track, 
blistered a wide area before 
plunging into the Hilton Inn, 
directly across from the airport. 
The motel erupted into fierce 
flames. As many as 40 guest 
units were destroyed or dam- 
aged. 


Eight charred 
bodies were 


found huddled in a bathroom. 


A group of 69 students from 


Illinois 
and Wisconsin were 


housed at the motel, many in 
the rear section where the plane 
struck. 


Eight girls from the group 


were still missing six hours aft- 
er the crash. 


Most guests fled the fiery 


scene in panic, many in their 
nightclothes. 
Some 
charred 


rooms were inaccessible for 
hours because of the heat. 


"We saw a real bright light," 


said Doug Baer, 16, of Park 
Forest, HI. "I opened the door 
and saw all those flames. We 
just ran. There was a series of 
explosions arid breaking glass.

"I heard screams 
coming from the Hilton Inn, and 
started leading people out."
